Governor Townsend, according 
to newsp ap er rep orts, has re­ 
quested a state official to find a 
frog which can up hold the honor 
of the Hoosier state in a frog- 
jump ing contest to be held at 
Angels Camp , California, in May . 
I had in mind th at Mark 
Twain wrote a y arn which in­ 
dicated th at it is difficult to tell 
how far a frog can jump by 
looking at him, so I went to the 
library to read again the ac­ 
count of “The Notorious Jum p ­ 
ing Frog of Calaveras County .” 
It was AFTER Dan’l Webster — 
the frog — had failed to jump 
that his owner noticed th at “he 
’p ears to look mighty baggy , 
somehow.” Re-translated from 
the French, “he not could budge, 
he is p lanted solid like a church, 
he not advance no more than if 
one him had p ut at the anchor.” 
A dinner of a double handful of 
buckshot had held him down. 


That feature story in the p a­ 
p er about the jump ing frog is 
more than a “bright sp ot.” It 
could be used as a commentary 
on world affairs. 
It indicates 
th at it is childish to judge event* 
by n-ere ap p earances. 
Even the more obtuse .of us 
are beginning to realize th at a 
high-flown “statem ent” from one 
of the cap itals in Europ e may 
mean no more than the “Yours 
truly ” at the end of a letter. 
About the only recourse left 
for the dip lomats is to tell the 
truth. That ought to fool every ­ 
one. There is a p ossibility , how­ 
ever, that even this stratagem 
might fail. “Chief” Bender, the 
baseball p itcher, once told an 
op p osing batter in a World’s Se­ 
ries game th at he was going to 
throw a certain ball, and the 
batter guessed th at he was tell­ 
ing the truth. 


It is a curious thing th at p eo­ 
p le can be deceived so easily by 
ap p earances. 
“The Prince” is a “realistic” 
work by Machiavelli which ought 
to be read by any one who wishes 
to have some inkling of what 
is going on in Europ e today . 
Possibly General March had 
read Machiavelli when he gave 
the Allies the best advice they 
never followed at the close of 
the World War. He said th at 
Germany ought to be comp letely 
subjugated or else given liberal 
p eace terms.

United Mine Wo rkers Reject 
La test Co mpro mise Offer 
o f Appa la chia n 
Opera to rs. 


New York, Ap ril 15 (JP)—Agree­ 
ment on a new contract to end a 
shutdown in the Ap p alachian 
soft coal industry ap p eared far­ 
ther away than ever today after 
a flat rejection by the United 
Mine Workers of a comp romise 
offer by coal op erators. 
Both CIO President John L. 
Lewis 
and 
Charles 
O’Neill, 
sp okesman for 
the 
op erators, 
admitted 
negotiations 
were 
“hop elessly deadlocked,” but a 
subcommittee of four miners and 
four op erators agreed to confer 
again today . 
More than 300,000 miners in 
eight 
southern 
and 
eastern 
states have been idle since March 
31 p ending agreement on a new 
two-y ear contract, basic for the 
nation’s bituminous industry . 
In 
the 
comp romise 
offer 
turned down by Lewis, the op er­ 
ators agreed to recognize the 
United Mine Workers Union as 
the ex clusive collective bargain­ 
ing agency but refused to grant 
a closed shop . 
The union has demanded eith­ 
er a closed shop or elimnation of 
the p resent p enalty clause under 
which the UMW is fined $1 to $2 
a day for each man involved in 
any 
strike 
violating contract 
terms. 
“There is just one question be­ 
fore this conference,” Lewis said, 
and that is whether the p enalty 
clauses will be eliminated. The 
closed show has no bearing on 
hat p rop osition.” 
Although the p enalty clauses 
also p rovide equivalent fines for 
op erators guilty of lockouts or 
stop p ages in violation of con­ 
tract agreements, Lewis said that 
n p ractice they had p roved only 
weap on against the miners. 
O’Neill charged that Lewis, in 
seeking to drop the p enalty 
clauses, was asking the op erators 
to agree to a condition of op en 
warfare at their p rop erties be­ 
tween the United Mine Workers 
and other unions or non-mem­ 
bers of any union for the ex p ress 
and single p urp ose of comp elling 
:he ‘closed shop ’ to be accep ted 
by all emp loy es in and around 
he mines by force.” 
“O’Neill said th at in making 
the comp romise offer the op erat­ 
ors had “gone the limit in their 
effort to meet Mr. Lewis’s de­ 
mands and reop en the mines.” 
In a letter making his second 
ap p eal for settlement of the dis­ 
p ute and ex p ressing fear that a 
coal shortage would threaten the 
health and safety of New York 
City , May or LaGuardia 
com­ 
mented he had never seen a case 
where the two sides were closer 
together on all details and y et

Three Characters 
Once Prominent In 
Gangs, Sentenced 


Chicago, Ap ril 15 (JP) — Three 
gangland characters who occu­ 
p ied the front ranks of the Chi­ 
cago underworld in the p rohi­ 
bition era were headed toward 
p rison terms by the federal gov­ 
ernment this week and the state 
set out to do the same with a 
fourth. 
First it was Johnny Torrio, 
once called Johnny the Immune, 
but named in vain. Last Wed­ 
nesday , 
the 
little 
man 
who 
taught A1 Cap one his trade stood 
up in a New York federal court 
and was sentenced to two and a 
half y ears in p rison for evading 
$86 ,000 in income tax es. 
Then it was Terrence Jasp er 
Druggan, the best dressed man 
who ever sold a barrel of wildcat 
beer in Chicago. On the same 
day Torrio was led away Terry 
borrowed a nickel and called up 
David 
Bazelon, 
an 
assistant 
United States district attorney 
here. 
“I’m broke,” he said. “I can’t 
even hire a lawy er.” 
Bazelon went before a federal 
court jury a short time later and 
obtained a judgment against 
Druggan for $6 11,448 in unp aid 
income tax es, interest and p en­ 
alties. 
Frank Parker, 43, erstwhile 
“airp lane bootlegger” of the dry 
era, joined the list last night 
when a federal court jury con­ 
victed him of consp iracy to p ass 
counterfeit money . The max i­ 
mum p enalty for the offense is 
two y ears in p rison and $10,000 
fine. 
And last it was George “Bugs” 
Moran, Cap one’s bitter enemy 
who lost seven of his henchmen 
in the St. Valentine’s day mas­ 
sacre of 19 29 . 
With Parker and three others, 
Moran was ordered to stand trial 
nex t Monday on charges of con­ 
sp iring to counterfeit and cash 
$500,000 worth of American Ex ­ 
p ress comp any travelers checks. 
The same jury that convicted 
Parker also" returned a verdict 
of guilty against August Engle- 
hardt, 55, who was brought here 
to trial from Terminal Island 
p rison in California where he 
was serving 18 months for coun­ 
terfeiting. Convicted of consp ir­ 
acy and p ossession, he faces a 
p ossible term of 17 y ears and a 
fine of $20,000. 
Parker and Englehardt were 
arrested after secret service men 
found $17,880 in bogus bills bur­ 
ied on a Chicago golf course.

Auctioneer And 
Attorney Die Of 
Gunshot Wounds 


Greenfield, Ind., Ap ril 15 (JP)— 
Charles L. Tindall, 6 2, of Green­ 
field, p rominent Indiana attor­ 
ney , 
and 
Albert 
Swain, 
47, 
Greenfield a u c t i o ne e r , were 
wounded fatally in an alterca­ 
tion across from the courthouse 
here 
late 
Friday soon 
after 
Swain’s wife, Eunice, obtained a 
divorce. 
The men were rushed to an 
Indianap olis h o s p i t a l , where 
they died within a few minutes. 
Sheriff John Dent said Swain 
shot Tindall in the head with 
a 16 -guage shotgun, then shot 
himself in the abdomen. Tindall, 
former 
p rosecutor 
and 
long­ 
time 
Democratic 
leader, 
had 
rep resented Swain’s wife in the 
court p roceedings. 
“The shooting,” Dent said, “ap ­ 
p arently was over the outcome 
of the case.” 
Tindall once was Democratic 
county chairman. 
Lucien Williams of Greenfield, 
walking 
beside 
Tindall, 
was 
wounded slightly by some of the 
p ellets. Glass in a nearby barber 
shop was shattered. 
In the divorce action, Sp ecial 
Judge Cassius M. Gentry grant­ 
ed Mrs. Swain her freedom and 
the custody of their two chil­ 
dren, Jackie, 9 , and Evely n, 20- 
y ear-old Indiana University co­ 
ed. 
Tindall leaves the widow, a 
son, two daughters, his mother, 
two sisters and a brother.

The Grim Reap er took a big 
toll in the county during March 
to p ass the Stork, according to 
the vital statistics issued Satur­ 
day by Drs.

POLAND, RUMANIA 
UNITE TO STOP 
MOVES BY HITLER 


Warsaw, Ap ril 15 (JP) — Po- 
and and Rumania united today 
against any German drive into 
eastern 
Europ e 
and 
drafted 
strong defense p lans. 
The two nations, formally al- 
ied against Soviet Russia, ex ­ 
changed p ledges to unite in arm ­ 
ed resistance to aggression by 
Germany or a p ossible German 
satellite nation. 
Perm anent military missions 
in both Warsaw and Bucharest 
were in close contact. It was un­ 
derstood th at Marshal Edward 
Smigly -Ry dz, Polish strong man, 
would become sup reme com­ 
mander of both armies in case 
of war. 
Mutual p ledges were ex chang­ 
ed orally between Polish Foreign 
Minister Josep h Beck and Ru­ 
m anian Foreign Minister George 
Franasovici in Warsaw and Ru­ 
manian Foreign Mniister George 
Cafencu and Polish Ambassa­ 
dor Count Roger Raczy nski in 
Bucharest. 
Soviet Russia, against whom 
the original 
Polish-Rumanian 
alliance was directed, is ex p ect­ 
ed now to send aid, should Ger­ 
many attack — for the rich 
Russian Ukraine is frequently 
regarded as one of the Nazi goals. 
Russia, ap p roached by France 
and Great Britain to join some 
asp ect of a “grand” Europ ean al- 
iance against aggression, would 
be ex p ected to p ledge airp lanes, 
tanks, guns and other equip ­ 
ment. 
Both Poland and Ru? 
m ania would rather not have 
Russian troop s on their soil, for 
hey fear the p ossible sp read- 
ng of Communist p rop aganda.

“July 11—Crop s very back­ 
ward.” 
“Aug. 
24—Frost. Vines and 
com in some p laces ruined.” 
“Oct. 17—Snow eight inches^ 
deep .” 


London, Ap ril 15 (JP)—Defense 
booms to both entrances into Ad­ 
miralty Harbor a t Gibraltar were 
swung into p osition today as 
British dip lomats p ushed efforts 
to bring Soviet Russia into an 
aerial alliance to resist further 
totalitarian aggression.

BIRTH RATE GOING DOWN 
An interesting analy sis of this cou ntry ’s de­ 
clining birth rate has been made by Dr. Fred­ 
erick Osborn, of the American Mu seu m of Nat­ 
u ral History . In a memorial lectu re to the 
Academy of Medicine, in New York, he an­ 
nou nced that the birth rate is now insu fficient 
to replace the cou ntry ’s present popu lation. The 
change from gain to loss has come su ddenly and 
for the first time the United States faces a de­ 
cline in its popu lation. 
Mainly the cities are to blame. The replace­ 
ment rate is only 75 per cent in the cities of 
more than 100,000. Villages raise abou t fou r 
children for ev ery three members of the com­ 
mu nity . Farms hav e the highest birth rate, rep­ 
resenting 169 per cent of their popu lation. 
There are obv iou s reasons why the city family 
is a small family . The av erage for the nation 
is 2.6 children for each married woman, bu t a 
family with children is likely to mov e ou t of 
the city . 
More distu rbing are the statistics which show 
that professional, bu siness and clerical workers’ 
families fall far short of replacing their parents. 
Skilled and semi-skilled labor holds its own. Un­ 
skilled and argricu ltu ral laborers hav e the larg­ 
est families. It is an u rgent problem, say s Dr. 
Osborn, to “increase births among competent 
parents who are able to giv e their children a 
decent phy sical, moral and mental env iron­ 
ment.” Bu t say ing so will not solv e the problem.

How They Line Up 
Stimson fav ored the Tho mas 
bill—No. 2. He disliked the fea­ 
tu re in it requ iring the President 
to hav e consent of Congress be­ 
fore shu tting off su pplies,to an 
aggressor nation. He believ ed the 
President shou ld hav e autho rity 
to act independenty in that di­ 
rection if. he considered it the 
best means of preserv ing the se­ 
cu rity of the United States. Sen­ 
ator Thomas himself was of that 
frame of mind, bu t injected the 
requ irement 
for congressional 
approv al as a means of abating 
opposition of those who disliked 
giv ing the President su ch blan­ 
ket au thority . 
Baru ch fav ored the Pittman 
bill—No. 1. He conceded that it 
gav e adv antage to powers with 
big nav ies becau se they cou ld 
come to the U. S. for su pplies 
withou t hav ing to depend on U. 
S. ships to carry them. He agreed 
that if fav ored England and 
France in any war in Eu rope be­ 
cau se they cou ld bottle u p the 
totalitarian states, y et hav e their 
own ships free to transport U. S. 
goods. Nev ertheless, he said, It 
was his belief, based on his ser­ 
v ice as war indu stries chairman 
du ring the World War, that this 
method of letting nations know 
in adv ance what position the U. 
S. wou ld take wou ld be the best 
way to keep the U. S. from being 
accu sed of taking sides in a war. 
Moreov er, it wou ld keep U. S. 
ships ou t of the war zone. 
He agreed with Senator Borah 
that it had the disadv antage of 
sacrificing U. S. rights to trade at 
sea. 
As to the Ny e bill, it is the 
“complete hands off” measu re. 
Its su pporters say the U. S. 
will be safest when war comes 
if it simply backs away from the 
war, let the ou tcome be what it 
may . It has solid su pport of the 
midwestem isolationists.

An official ru ling reg arding 
non-resident mortg ag e ex emp ­ 
tions was receiv ed Satu rday by 
Hu bert Alex ander, cou nty au di­ 
tor, from Philip Zoercher, chair­ 
man of the state tax board. 
The state tax board had p re­ 
v iou sly held that p ersons liv ing 
ou tside Indiana cou ld not file for 
mortg ag e ex emp tions bu t this 
contention is rev ersed in an 
op inion by the attorney -g eneral.

be denied this y ear.

Hou se Riv ers and Harbors com­ 
mittee ap p rov ed today a bill by 
Chairman Mansfield (D-Tex ) to 
au thorize 
comp letion 
of

$200,000,000 Florida ship canal. 
Rep resentativ e Green (D-Fla) 
said the v ote was 10 to 6 . 
The measu re was based u p on a 
fav orable rep ort in 19 37 by the 
former chief of army eng ineers 
Major-General Edward M. Mark­ 
ham. 
Markham's 
fav orable 
rep ort 
rev ersed finding s of the War De­ 
p artm ent’s Board of Eng ineers 
which held th at a canal of ade­ 
qu ate 
dimensions 
wou ld 
cos 
$26 3,000,000. It held a canal at 
that cost was u nsou nd. 
President Roosev elt started the 
p roject in 19 35 with allocations 
of relief money totalling $5,400,- 
000. Work was abandoned the 
nex t y ear when cong ress refu sée 
to p rov ide additional su ms for its 
comp letion.

Hoosier cattlemen, org anized 
n the Indiana Cattle Feeders’ 
association, will meet at Pu rdu e 
Univ ersity in Lafay ette Ap ril 29 
bo talk ov er the care and feed- 
ng of calv es and the p resent 
state of the market. 
Pu rdu e p rofessors will rep ort 
resu lts of ex p eriments in feed- 
ng condu cted on sev eral g rou p s 
of “Gu inea Pig ” calv es throu g h 
the winter. 
Prof. H. P. Ru sk, newly ap ­ 
p ointed dean of the Univ ersity 
of Illinois Ag ricu ltu ral Colleg e 
and head of the animal hu s- 
oandry dep artment, will sp eak 
on the p roblems of raising and 
selling liv e stock in the corn 
aelt. 
Sev en lots of calv es were start­ 
ed on feed last fall to be finished 
or market late nex t su mmer, 
with a v iew to testing the effi­ 
ciency of different kinds of feed. 
In the tests, g rou nd ear corn 
s being comp ared with shelled 
corn, soy bean oil meal with cot­ 
tonseed meal and larg er qu anti­ 
ties of soy bean oil meal with 
smaller qu antities. 
In another ex p eriment, fou r 
rou p s of calv es, each of a dif- 
erent 
g rade, 
were 
rou g hed 
throu g h the winter, to be tu rned 
to p astu re the first of May , with 
the idea of seeing which wou ld 
come throu g h best. Ten choice, 
0 g ood, 10 mediu m and 10 com­ 
mon calv es make u p the test lot. 
Looking at the market, the 
cattle feeders will find two con- 
rary factors at work—a larg er 
su p p ly , tending to p u ll down 
p rices, and a better demand, 
tending to hold them u p . 
The United States dep artment 
of ag ricu ltu re say s considerably 
more g rain-fed cattle are ex ­ 
p ected 
to

On the other hand, fewer heif­ 
ers and cows will be sold.

One senato r who asked ano ny ­ 
mity said he believ ed the ambas­ 
sad o r, becau se o f his co ntacts 
with British o fficials, might be 
able to cu t away mu ch o f the red 
tap e th at o rd inarily wo u ld su r­ 
ro u nd d iscu ssio ns. 
As o u tlined by Senato r By rnes 
(D-SC) the barter p lan wo u ld 
call fo r an ex change o f su rp lu s 
American p ro d u cts fo r essential 
materials no t p ro d u ced in this 
co u ntry . 
Co ntracting 
p arties 
wo u ld agree to sto re these m a­ 
terials fo r fiv e y ears, keep ing 
them o ff the market d u ring that 
time. 
Co ngress gav e its co nsid era­ 
tio n, meanwhile, to o ther d ev el­ 
o p ments in the field o f fo reign 
relatio ns. Senate and ho u se co m­ 
mittees, co ntinu ed hearings o n 
the q u estio n o f rev ising the neu ­ 
trality law, and Senato r Co nnal- 
ly (D-Tex ) p rep ared a new war 
p ro fits bill. 
Co nnally is chairman o f a fi­ 
nance su bco mmittee o n war p ro ­ 
fits, and so me senato rs tho u ght 
his p ro p o sal might be an ad min­ 
istratio n rep ly to the d rastic 
measu re intro d u ced by Senato r 
Bo ne (D-Wash) with 4 9 o ther 
senato rs as co -au tho rs. 
The Co nnally bill wo u ld im­ 
p o se tax es ranging u p to 80 p er 
cent o n inco mes receiv ed when 
this co u ntry is a t war. Bo ne’s 
measu re has been criticized o n 
the gro u nd th at it wo u ld take 
away nearly all p ro fits. 
Meanwhile, the State Dep art­ 
ment d isclo sed th at Great Bri­ 
tain and France o btained licens­ 
es fo r the ex p o rt o f abo u t $25 ,- 
000,000 wo rth o f war su p p lies 
fro m the United States in the 
first three mo nths this y ear. 
British licenses amo u nted to 
$13,202,967 and French licenses 
to $11,134 ,7 64 , altho u gh the act­ 
u al ship ments to the two co u n­ 
tries d u ring the p erio d were v al­ 
u ed at ju st o v er $10,000,000. 
British d o minio ns and co lo nies 
are also p u rchasing American 
war su p p lies. 
Canad a is the p rincip al bu y er. 
She o btained licenses fro m the 
State Dep artment in the first 
three mo nths this y ear fo r $34 9,- 
299 wo rth o f arms and mu ni­ 
tio ns. 
Go v ernment financiers esti­ 
mated that fo reign co u ntries, 
p articu larly England , France and 
the Netherland s, hav e abo u t $8,- 
000,000,000 in this co u ntry av ail­ 
able fo r p u rchase o f su p p lies and 
fo o d in case o f war. 
Mu ch o f this wealth is o wned 
by the go v ernments o f tho se 
co u ntries, and the remaind er 
co u ld be seq u estered by them 
fro m their citizens as was d o ne 
in the Wo rld War. 
These reserv oirs of purchasing 
power are particularly important 
because the J ohnson act, which 
forbids war debt defaulters from 
borrowing money in this country , 
would hinder if not altog ether 
bar purchase of supplies on 
credit here. 
Particulary in the last 
six 
weeks, 
European 
g ov ernments 
hav e been shipping g old to the 
New York Federal Reserv e bank 
for safe keeping . The amount of 
such so-called “ earmarked g old 
is about $650,000,000. Who owns 
its in an official secret, but the 
fact that Eng land, France, the 
Netherlands 
and 
Switzerland 
hav e been the foremost shippers 
of late indicates the bulk of it is 
theirs. 
The remainder of the foreig n 
resources in the United States is 
div ided between bank balances 
and inv estments. 
A real market problem ex is<^ 
with respect to foreig n inv est­ 
ments in American securities and 
property , totaling about $5 ,500,- 
000,000. Sudden liquidation of 
these holding s mig ht swamp 
American markets, but officials 
hav e indicated that they hav e 
made plans by which tome pub­ 
lic or priv ate American corpora­ 
tion would be formed to buy 
these assets and liquidate them 
in a way to prev ent market pan­ 
ic, if the need arose.
